The 
present Government has struck a formidable blow at pop- 
ular prejudice in this Maynooth measure, and the recoil 
bas been terrible; bat still no advance has been made aaa 
wards the permanent p*rification of the country fur which 
the sacnfice wasmade. There never will be peace in Ire, 
land—it is folly to expect it—while the Anglican church in 
that country exists in its present sump‘nous indolence, in 
itg» normous wealth—a living mockery and libel on the 
misery of the people, The richest church existing among 
the poorest people ia Christendom—and that church not 
they ewn—must always be an eye.sore, a cancer, & never 
ceasing cause of irritation. - The knife, sooner or later, 
mist be applied to cut out this unsightly excrescence.” 

No doubt of it, This business of eupporting religion 
by authority of the Srate is all wrong, and England, instead 
of making grants to the Catholics for the sake ef preserv. 
ing peace in Ireland, should have abolished her own splen. 
did Church Establishment there. Ireland, four fifths of 
the population of which is Catholic, bas been oppressed 
beyoad measure by being compelled to support a horde of 
Episcopal priests in addition to her own clergy, who were 
never known to be backward In fleecing their flocks, and 
now that the people are taking this business into their own 
hands and expressing their opinions fearlessly upon the sub. 
ject of an Irish Parliament, and the consequent overthrow 
of the Episeopal Establishment, England, ia her weak 
ness, applies to the Pore for help, and agrees to pay him 
by endowing Maynovth College, if he wi!l quell the repeal 
movement. The Pope sent over his orders to the Cathe. 
liz Bishops and Priests in Ireland, and there was an imme- 
diate calm on the political waters, and now England, true 
to here promise, has made provisions, for the Governmen 
to pay the bribe, in the face of all the opposition which so 
bold a measure has created. 

The simple grant of thirty thousand pounds a year, is, 
in iteelf, a emall affair; it does not refund a tythe of what 
the Catholics have paid fur the support of Episcopacy in 
Ireland, and of course does not render anything like jus- 
tice to that oppressed people; bat it shows the imbecility 
of England. There was a time in the history of that 
country when she would not have humbled herself ai the 
footstool of Rome and begged favors there ; but it appears 


tht that time has gone by, and now she capitulates with 
‘uke man ef sin” in order to sus‘ain a feeble hold upon | 
one of her dominions a little longer. The time has gone 
by, however, for England to think of ruling the religious) 
affairs of Ireland; she has yieided one point, which will | 
be sure to be followed by a further demand for religious | 
freedum, and she will be obliged to yield again, either by | 
granting a support to the Catholic clergy, thus creating 
two Charch B«tabiishments in a single island, or by abd,’ 
ishing the one already in existence. f 
There are other evils to the British Government, which | 
may grow out of this Maynooth business.

The Fourth of July. 

There was po political or military celebration in this 
city, of the aniversary of American Independence, but 
the Sabbath Schools improved the day in a suitable man. 
ner. The First and South Baptist schools met at eleven 
o’clock in the Seuth Baptist church, where, afier prayer 
by the Rev. Mr. Chapin, a short and appropriate address 
to the childven was delivered by the pastor, and some very 
excellent music was discoursed by the choir, who were 
assisted by several singers from the First church. At 12 
v’clock the two schools formed in procession, and proceed. 
ed down Main street to Charter strect, thence to the beau. 
tful meadow belonging to Mr. Shellon Woodbridge, near 
the South meadow. I[lere was a lovely scene. The grass 
had just been removed, and, under a neat and beautiful 
row of shade trees, a range of tables, about one hundred 
and thirty feet in length, covere 1 with all the luxurieg ap- 
propriate to the occasion, with boquets and evergreens in 
abundance,—a stand erected for the accommodation of 
the singers,—bird cages with fine singing-birds suspended 
from the branches of the trees, and a National flag waving 
over the whole, formed a beautiful retreat for some eight 
hundred or a thousand children, who were welcomed to 
the hospitalities of the table by Mr. James G. Bolles, of 
the North church, While the scholars were diseussing 
the meri‘s of the table, under the direction of their teach. 
ers, the choir eung several fine pieces. All present ap. 
peared to feel happy, and all returned, we believe, highly 
gratified with the entertainment. 

Mr. Woodbridge, the gentlemanly proprietor of the 
grounds, manifested his usual spirit of kindness and gene, 
rosity on the occesien, in offering them free of expense, 
and in his extra exertions to get his grass and a fence re. 
moved in season to accommodate the schools, for which 
he bas the thanks of ail who were present. 

The South Congregatioval School repaired to Babcock’s 
farm, near the spring, where, we learn, they spent the af. 
ternoon in a very pleasant and agreeable manner. 

The Fourth Congregational Schou! partook of refresh. 
ments in Union Hall, and passed the day in the usual way. 

The Methodist School occupied the basement story of 
their meeting house, and were well entertained. 

The Universalis:s had a celebration at Hamilton's grove 
on Saturday afternoon, similar to those described above. 

On the whole, we think “the fourth of July” was as 
well and as profitably spent in Hartford, as it ever was in 
any preceding year since the declaration of Independence. 


Correspondence from Maine. 
Portianp, July 3, 1845. 
Messrs. Bore & Suita,—I cannot say that this letter 
will be of any service to you in the way of furnishing “copy 
for the printer,” but it will do its part towards giving sup. 
portto the new postage law, and give you an assurance 
that I have not forgoven my promise to write you occa. 
sionally, 
i: had been my intention to give you some account of 
the Religious Anniversaries in this State, but being una- 
ble, from various causes, to attend them, I was disappoin- 
ted. from all that I can learn, however, I feel jastified 
in saying that there is much cause for congratulation and 
encouragement in connection with the Baptist denomina. 
tion in Maine. Although much land remains to be pos- 
sessed ; and some of our good brethren, like Father Bent. 
ley and others in Connecticut, do not fail to keep before 
our churches the importance of looking afier the starving 
and famishing at our own doors; and though it will be a 
long time befure a large portion of this State will cease to 
demand important missionary aid; still, the cause of For. 
eign Missions is receiving a good share of attention, and 
from present appearances, will receive, in future, a great 
increase of funds above what has formerly been contribu. 
ted. What is still more gratifying, some of our churches 
have enjoyed most delightful seasons of refreshing from ihe 
presence of the Lord during the past winter and spring. 
In my own congregation, several eases of conversicn have 
occurred, and among them, some of the most interesting 
that I have ever witnessed. The proofs of the Holy Spirit's 
influences in convincing men of their utter helplessness 
and their need of en infinite Atonement, have been most 
clear and convincing. We have several candidates wait. 
ing for baptism, and others will come forward soon,— 
Among those accepted by the church is a very intelligent 
and pious lady, who has, for some years, belonged to a 
pedobaptist church. Ste stated to us, that about ‘three 
months ago she was induced, from a sense of duty, to read 
‘he New Testament with special reference to its instruc- 
tions on the subject of baptiem, The result was, a firm 
conviction that immersion wae the only mode practiced 
by the early christians, But she hang for some time to 
this idea—though immersion was the primitive mode, yet, 
as many excellent people confurm to another, and are most 
evidently the objects of God’s favor, may not something 
else be aceepiable, provided it be attended to in sinceri- 
ty—i. e. by those who think it really and truly being bap- 
tized, I have alluded to this case for the purpose of sta- 
ting how her mind wasset right on this point.

‘View led, as a matter of course, to the adoption of thor- 
ough Baptist principles. If it were not for the teachings 
of common sense, and the legitimate convictions of an 
honest mind from the plain language of Scripture, I con- 
fess it would be far more consistent to agree with some of 
our neighbors that the most common mode of baptism with 
the Apostles was by sprinkling or pouring, than that im. 
mersion was the primitive mode, but that * the mode is 
non-essential.” Several important facts have lately come 
under my observation, showing that there are large num. 
hers of persons in pedobaptist churches who are very much 
troubled in their minds on this subject. May God hasten 
the day when no professed religious teacher shall be found 
laboring to corrupt the simplicity of the gospel, and dis. 
suade from a faithful performance of christian duty, by so 
lowering the standard of moral obligation as to suit hu- 
man convenience and prejudices. 

A word now about Portland. It is a beautiful city, sit. 
wated on an arm of Casco Bay, having a population of 
18,000 souls. There are three Congrega'jvnal churcl.ea, 
two Unitarian, two Baptist, two Methodist, one Episco. 
palian, one F. W, Baptist, one Christian, one Catholic, 
and one or two others, besides two or three “ bands” of 
Adventists. Although we cannot boast of meeting-houses 
equal in elegance and expense with yours of Hartford, yet 
let me say that in the erection of school-houses and ma. 
king provision for common school education, the inhabi- 
tants of this city are on the advance ground. Last Mon. 
day a most spacious and comfortable house for a Primary 
and Grammar School for boys, was dedicated to the pur. 
poses of its erection, Most of the city clergymen and sev- 
eral other gentlemen were present and took part in the 
services, Tell your Hartford people that they are far 
behind the times on the subject of common schools, un. 
less the past year has been marked by some change. 

The all.engrossing subjec: with us now is, the project. 
ed railroad from this place to Montreal. Our citizens 
seem confident of its success, and, judging from the gene- 
ral interest manifested, I should think that there was good 
reason for their confidence, It will be a great measzre 
for this State, as well as for this city. 

But what are human plans and human expectations, 
without the blessing and smile of Heaven? What is life 
without @ hope in the pardoning blood of the Redeemer? 
But a few hours ago and a happy family, but a short dis. 
tance from where I am now writing, was sitting together 
around the dinner table. Now the wife and mother lies 
in the arms of death. She arose from the table, ag is sup. 
posed, to close a window, as a shower of rain had com. 
menced falling. In an instant the whole family were 
prostrated on the floor. When the husband and father 
recovered consciousness and strength sufficient to arise, 
what a scene was presented to his sight—his children 
(seven in number) lying around him, yet all exhibiting 
signs of life—his wife a breathless corpse! The electric 
fluid entered through the window casing, and, as is sup. 
posed, was inhaled by her, producing instant death !— 
What a solemn appeal to the living—what a sermon to us 
all on the text—*Be ye algo ready.”

The Lord be praised 
that that excellent man, that friend to all that is good, was 
continued to us so long, and tLat by his labors and prayers, 
and his holy example, he did so much to promote the pros. 
perity of the American Tract Society.” ‘ 


To the Alumui of Hamilton Literary and Theologi- 

cal Institution, 
Dear Brerurex,—A quarter of a century is just com. 
pleted, since the establisiment of this L[nstitution, under 
the auspices of the Bap. Education Society of the State of 
New York. A site was chosen for i: in the interior of the 
State, remote from the great thoroughfares of trade and 
travel, and in a great measure hidden from the public eye. 
Its course was noiseless, and for many years little known; 
yet, nourished by prayer and the patronage of a pious few, 
it has made constant advancement, until it has beceme 
identified with the interests of the Saviour's cause, both in 
our own country and in foreign lands. Upwards of 900 
young men, giving evidence that they were called of God 
to preach the gospel, have been admitied to the Lustitu. 
tion, and more or less aided in preparing for the sacred 
work. Of this number, twenty have received appoiut- 
ments as missionaries to the East; and all of these still 
continue in the service of the Foreign Mission, excepting 
three, who have fallen asleep and one returned. A much 
larger proportion have bent their steps westward; where 
most of them yet live, proclaiming salvation in the great 
Valley, and contending for the faith amidst complicated 
forms of corruption, and countless soul-destroying errors, 
which overrun that vast and teeming region. Some have 
been called to minister to large congregations in our prin. 
cipal cities; while hundreds are scattered, as pastors of 
country churches, through the length and breadth of the 
land. 

I: is well known at what period in the history of the 
denomination in our country, and under what embarrass. 
ments the Institution was established; and how many 
fears were entertained by exceliem brethren lest it should 
corrupt the ministry by teaching them to substitute science 
for sound piety, and to exalt buman talents and attain. 
mente above the incorrupt word of trath and the influen. 
ces of the [oly Spirit. Under such a ministry, it was 
thought the churches could not hope to enjoy the gracious 
visitations of God, and must soon wither and die. 

Time enough has now elapsed, toenable us to test the 
tree by its fruits. If this enterprise has indeed been pro. 
ductive of such results, it oughi to be known. If other. 
wise,—if it has eff-cted for the cause of truth and the sal. 
vation of souls aught corresponding to the ardent hopes of 
its early friends, it is surely desirable that the proofe of 
that fact should be made public, for their encouragement, 
and that the eburches may be able to judge correctly of 
their daty in regard to its fu‘ure support.

THE EAST. 

The arrival of the Sieamer Acadia furnishes intelligence 
from the East of an unple.sant nature. It appears that a 
civil war is raging in Syna between the Druses and the 
Christians, and that for some fifteen days previous to the 
date of the letter containing the intelligence, (May 17,) the 
most frightful scenes were witnessed. ‘On every side,” 
says the writer, “the sounds of battle are heard, and noth. 
ing is seen bnt fire and flame—houses, villages, churches 
and convents being reciprocally a prey to the flames. A! 
the moment I write, we have before us the appalling spec. 
tacle of no less than eleven villages and a nuinber of Mar. 
onite churches and convenisin flames; and what is worse, 
when the Christians are victorious, they enter the Druse 
villages, putiing to the sword, men, women and children ; 
the Druses following their example when they are victori- 
ous. All the silk.worms of both parties, the sole suppor 
of the Syrian population, have been burned. The con. 
vents of the Maronites and Catholics have been burned, 
and the bodies of their priests, afier death, have been burn- 
ed by the Druses. Every horror is practised on their ene- 
mies—fur example, to kill by famine, massacre, and a 
thousand other acts of barbarsim are momentarily commit 
ted. The Christians at the commencement were victori- 
vus over their enemies; but our Pasha, who is out with 
his regular troops, as svon as he perceives the Christians 
victorivus, puints his artillery against them, lvaded with 
gtape, and compels this unfortunate sect to take to flight. 
The Druses immediately enter their villazes, sacking them, 
burning their houses, goods, &c. I do not doubt but the 
Pasha has secret orders from his Government to destroy 
avd ruin the Ciristians entirely, or he could not so openly 
aid and assist their enemies. 

* The fanaticism of the Turks on the coast is daily-be- 
coming more and more visible, and we are menaced by a 
terrible revolution, ln Saida they rose a few days since 
te massacre ul! the Christians, but thanks to some Europe. 
an ships of war, and to Reschid Pacha, who left suddenly 
for the seat of disturbance, a calm, perhaps momentary, has 
succeeded. Here, in Beyrout, a rising also took place a 
few days ago, to put the Christians to death ; but thanks to 
the energy of the consuls, and to some of the rich Turkish 
proprietors, a calm has succeeded. 

“ At this moment, with the help of our glasses, we sce 
unfortunate fugitive Christians—women and children, to 
the number of 6000 or 7000 on the coast. Two ships of 
war, one French and one Austrian, and five or six small 
vessels, chartered by the merchantile body, have sailed, to 
collect and save them from the dreadful death which awaits 
them from famine. I do not know what so many people 
will do here to live ; or what we all shall do, from the 
great existing scarcity of water, when the population of 
vur city will be augmented by 15,000 or 20,000 souls. 

* May 20.—Fire and battle continue to reign- with de. 
structive violence on all sides around us, and the news 
we have at this moment is, that the Christians have been 
obliged to fire on the regular troops, which places usin a 
very alarming position, as we fear a revolution of the Turks 
against all the Christians, and we are now all prepared, 
weapon in hand, to defend our houses and the lives of our 
families. Yesterday the Pasha wrvte to the Consular body 
that it was impossible for him to reconcile the hostile parties, 
and demanded assistance from them, But what can the 
Consuls do between two nations equally stupid, ignorant, 
fanatical, and superstitious? Our city is already fall of 
unfortunate mountaineers, of the Christians, men, women 
and children, dying of hunger, whom the Consuls here are 
constrained to support in common eharity.”

' GERMANY. 


Fraxxronrt, June 13.—That this “old world” of ours, 
as your transatlantic readers ca!l Europe, is overstocked 
by human kind, is a fact too notorious to be denied ; for, 
{rom Germany alone, during the year 1844, not less than 
forty five thousand persons emigrated to the United States, 
and this year the number is still greater in proportion. But 
notwithstanding so extensive a deportation, Vaterland is 
still sufficiently peopled—tvo thickly peopled perhaps—to 
efford a comfortable subsistence to all its children. 

In every State in Germany railways have been formed ; 
but of the great number of these cisendahuen there are 
only two that do not pay an excellent interest, whilst in 
many the shares cannot be purchased at doubie their eri- 
ginal cost. . 

The echism in the Church continues to excite great at. 
tention; but like most schisms, a schism has taken place 
in it, a large number of those who joined it having separa. 
ted from it, and (if so profane a form of expression may be 
pardoned) set up in business on their own account. That 
this schism is a formidable thing for the Catholic church 
no one can doubt; but reflecting men think that when the 
novelty of the thing shall have worn away, it will net only 
make no more converts, but lose very many of those who 
are most devoted to it. We all know the charm religious 
novelty possesses—a charm so great thal any impostor, 
however tgnoraat or imprudent, has only to commence a 
sect to gain converts; but as novelty soon degenerates 
into familiarity, and familiarity into contempt, the success 
gained is but of short duration. In Germany religious 
novelty has, perhaps, greater charms than it has even else. 
where, because poliu.s being forbidden to the people. re. 
ligion is the only subject on which intellect can develop 
itself without dread of prison; bat the Germans, with «!! 
their speculativencss, are too much attached to the old 
beaten ways of their fathers, to follow for any length of 
time the apostles of a new faith. Instead, however, of 
letting the thing die away of itself, some governments per. 
secute its professors, and in some cases the ignorant peas- 
antry have attacked them.

REASONS WHY LAM A BAPTIST. 

1. Because I love God, who made me such as 
well as having made John, the Baptizer, the first 
Saptist. 

2. Because I choose to obey that influence 
which most, if not all Christians feel, when babes 
in Christ. To whom Christ says, that is re 
voaled which is hid from the eyes of the wise 
and prudent, who are always ready for excuse 
from duty. And : 

3. Because I love to follow Christ in “fulfilling 
all righteousness,” or ratifying every ordinance. 
I think toe much of his ordinances to trifle with 
them any longer ; especially the ordinance of 
Baptism, in which the three persons of the Ho- 
ly ‘Trinity aro peculiarly mentioned and inter- 
ested. 

4. Because the glorious doctrine of Christian 
Baptism is not after the tradition of men; it is 
not taught by the wisdom of men ; but it is 
that which the Holy Ghost teacheth. It is the 
doctrine of the Bible. 

5. Because the Baptists alone follow the teach- 
ings of the Holy Spirit respecting Baptism.

PREACHERS OF THE OLDEN TIMES. 


Almost every one of our most eminent preach- 
ers has been distinguished by his manner. This 
was especially the case with those who lived in 
the early dawn and growing fulness of the Refor- 
mation. That is, manner was most conspicuous 


when it was more wanted. The crowds that 
flocked round Paul’s Cross, to listen to the invec- 
tives of Latimer or Jewell, presented many fea- 
tures of intimate resemblance to the masses who 
(hronged the moveable pulpit of Whitefield, in 
Moorfields. ‘The same ignorance, the same bru- 
tnlity, the same wonder might have been traced 
in both. In producing to these multitudes —often 
the rabble of license and crime—the majestic 
truths of religion, it is obvious that the mode of 
presentation would deeply influence the reception. 
In this way Andrews, the learned and good, was 
incomparable. Colet, the Dean of St. Paul’s in 
1505, was equally gifted. ‘The illustrious Sir 
Thomas Moore thought it not beneath his dignity 
to praise even the language of his face. Of Don- 
ne, also Dean of St. Paul's in the reign of James 
I.,an exquisite sketch is given by Walton; ‘a 
preacher in earnest, weeping sometimes for his 
auditory, sometimes with them ; always preach- 
ing to himeelf, like an angel from a cloud, but in 
none ; carrying some, as St. Paul was, to heaven 
in holy raptures, and enticing others by a sacred 
art and courtship to amend their lives; and all 
this with a most particular grace and an inex- 
pressible addition of loveliness.” One of his 


his manner most forcibly by saving, that the by- 
stander might fake notes from his look and hand.

fiefs, are alone touched by this visible rhetoric.

He spoke with a grave zeal and an humble voice, 
keeping his eye always fixed on one place to pre- 
vent his imagination from wandering, ‘insomuch,’ 
says Walton, ‘that he seemed to study as he 
spake.’ His opponent, Travers, on the contrary, 
possessed the gifts which Hooker wanted ; and it 
was not, perhaps, altogether because they had to

| ascended the pulpit ; something was owing to that 
preference, felt insensibly by all, of the glowing
